1. Claims 1-18 are pending. 

2. The Preliminary Amendment filed February 9, 2005 has been considered. 

3. In the response filed June 21 , 2007, Applicants have elected Group I, claims 1- 
14, without traverse. 

4. Claims 15-18 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. 

5. Applicants are reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a diligently filed petition under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 

CFR 1.17(h).

"combine together to form a ring selected from piperidinyl, piperazinyl, pyrrolidinyl 
and morpholinyl group". 

C. At claims 6 and 1 1 , it is suggested that the claims should be written in 
Independent form or the radicals should be defined. 

D. At claim 7, last line, it is suggested that the phrase" as defined in claim 1" 
should be deleted. This phrase is redundant. 

E. At claim 9, it is suggested that the compounds defined by E1- E51 should be 
defined. 

F. At claim 10, it is suggested that the compounds defined by E5, E9, E32, E41 , 
E42, and E511 should be defined. 

G. Claims 12 and 1 are identical. Is a method of treatment intended? 
Clarification Is appreciated. 

8. Claims 2, 3, 5, 8, 13, and 14 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

9. The Information Disclosure Statements filed February 9, 2005, September 7, 
2005, and December 1 1 , 2006 have been considered. The references alone or in 
combination forms do not teach nor suggest the structurally similar compounds as the
